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THE LAKE OF THE ISLES CHURCH 


a The Lake of the Isles church, host to the convention, was built by a congregation 
of another denomination in 1926 at a cost of $275,000. Services were discontinued 
in 1933 and the congregation disbanded. The property was foreclosed by the trustee 
for the bondholders, who permitted the Synod of the Northwest to use it for services 
beginning February 10, 1935. From this beginning a small nucleus grew to sufficient 

strength to organize as a congregation on January 17, 1936. Progress was slow due 
largely to the difficulties in untangling the legal complications about the title. In 1939 
the Synod finally acquired a clear deed and in 1942 the congregation called the 
Rev. W. P. Christy to be the pastor. Its present membership and its spirit of zeal 
for the Kingdom assure it a place among the aggressive churches of the Synod. The 
physical facilities and environment made the 55th convention facile and pleasant, despite 
the necessity of rushing deliberations through in one day's time.

Report of the president 


The Synod meets this year under restricted circumstances. Because we are grateful 


to the convention committee of the Office of Defense Transportation for granting us 


a‘ permit to meet at all, we feel under obligation to comply with their request to do 
everything to relieve congestion in tra rtation and in the hotels. We are, therefore, 


eliminating what has heretofore been the most important feature of our conventions, 


namely, the inspirational and Pech pantie program and are concerning ourselves en- 
tirely with those things that are fundamental to the life of the Syned as an efficient 
organization. The result is that if all pastors and delegates bear this purpose in mind 


we will be able to complete the program within one day. 


We meet for the first time in this beautiful Lake of Isles church and ite 


attractive environment. This congregation is the result of conviction: that the 


Lord of the Church had a purpose for this building, churchly and well arranged as 

it is.

business-like offer from them, Pastor Birch resigned and the church went through 
a long period of supply services and general uncertainty. In 1939 things were finally 
settled. The church was purchased by the Synod at the low cost of about $22, 000, 
and in 1942 the congregation called A Rev. Wm. P. „D. D., to be its pastor. 


From that time forward it has made steady advance. hrough an advantageous 


refinancing program by the Board of American Missions it now sees its future secure 
financially. By the community's response to the pastor's ministrations its Place as 
a great spiritual force is assured. 

It is admirably adapted to a meeting place for the Synod. Our only regret is 
that in the face of O.D.T. restrictions we cannot take advantage of all of its facilities 


hospitality.

me Rev. Dr. John I. Meck 


A great man in the life of the Lutheran Church in America has fallen. When the 
Lord called home the Rev. John I. Meck, D.D., through death on April 30, 1945, 
He took a pastor and leader not only from Atoneme at Chutch, Racine, Wisconsin, 
but from the Synod of the Northwest and from wider circles.. Having served in 
Atonement Church for almost twenty years, he built it up from a communing member- 
ship of 717 to almost 1,200. He led the congregation in a necessary enlargement of 
the church building in 1929, has seen it almost completely paid for through years 
of stark depression, and within the past year saw it again remodeled and completely 
renovated. He has held high the banner of Christian service and seen at least two of 


the members give their lives to the ministry of the Church. 


Through these years he also served the church - at- large. For six years he was presi- 
dent of the Wisconsin Conference and member of the executive committee of the Synod. 
For many years he served the Board of Education of the United Lutheran Church in 
America, and has long been a director of Northwestern Lutheran Theological Seminary. 
Such a man is not easy to replace in any of these capacities, but by death the Lord 
continually challenges those who remain to give of their utmost talents to the service 
of the Church so that the ranks may be filled. 

John Irwin Meck was born on August 7, 1888, in Philadelphia. Baptized by his 
uncle, the Rev. I. Chantry Hoffman, D. D., and confirmed by the Rev. C. L. Fry, me 
he had the inspiration of mission - minded pastors throughout his youth. Little wonder 


that he gave himself to the holy ministry, and after attending Muhlenberg College 


and Mt. Airy Seminary qualified for ordination in 1916. He served a parish at Pal- 
myra and Hershey, Pa., the Prince of Peace Church in Philadelphia, and oly Trinity, 
Chester, Pa., before coming to Racine in 1926. 

In 1916 he married Ruth Walbert, who has been a devoted wife and associate in 


all his church-wide interests and survives. Their one child Elizabeth is following 


their footsteps as the wife of the Rev. Charles W. Kegley, Ph. D.. of the Chicago 


Seminary faculty. 


Although Dr. Meck had been siling for two years, recent treatments at Rochester 


seemed to result in marked improvement in his health. He had resumed practically all 


of his pastoral duties, Death came almost instantaneously just two days before a 


scheduled final meeting with the class he was to confirm the following Sunday. 


The funeral took place on Thursday, May 3, at Atonement Church. His fellow 


Racine pastor, the Rev. Kenneth Hurst, conducted the service.

Your delegation attended the convention of the U. L. C. A. at Central 8 


Church, Minneapolis, October 11-17, 1944 in full. No alternates were called upon 
since all the primarii were able to attend. 


There is no need to report to the Synod the spirit of the convention, It was on our 
own territory and almost all of the pastors of the Synod were — in person. Thus 
they were able to make reports to their own congregations directly and the poe os ‘Synod | 
thereby benefitted from the convention's coming to us. The convention theme based as 
it was upon the life and work of Wm. A. Passavant also was in harmony with the 
highest ideals of the Synod. The stress that was laid both by the incidental services

The outstanding accomplishment of this committee for the year, with the help 
of the Central and Wisconsin Conference Brotherhoods and the congregational 
brotherhoods of the three conferences, was the organization of the “Lutheran Brother- 
hood of the Synod of the Northwest’ which had been discussed for several years.

The dues re- 
main the same as at present where the brotherhood has been affiliated with and paid 
dues to the Brotherhood of the U.L.C.A. The annual meeting, for the election of 
officers and the transaction of such other business as may be desired or necessary, 
will be at the same time as the annual meeting of the Synod. We recommend that, if 
agreeable with the officers of Synod and no conflict therewith, one evening of the 
Synodical Convention be set aside for a Synodical Brotherhood dinner and inspira- 
tional program. | 
All three conferences and several delegates from congregational brotherhoods were 
present at the organization meeting of the Synodical Brotherhood. We were also 
favored by the presence of nearly all the officers and directors of the Brotherhood of 
the U. L. C. A. Truly a most inspiring and favorable beginning! At a snecial order 
of business on October 9, 1944, of the 14th Biennial Convention of the Brotherhood 
of the U.L.C.A. meeting in Minneapolis, the Synodical Brotherhood was elected to 
active membership in the Brotherhood of the U. L. C. A. :

Again the Women's Missionary Society of the Synod of the Northwest is able to 
report progress in most of the fields of their activity. 


Membership statistics show that in 92 of the 113 congregations in the ecu of 
the Northwest (June 1944) missionafy societies are in existence. Total number of 


individuals belonging to such groups number 2,902 active members and 166 associate 
members. How wonderful it would be to be able to report a missiona Frog in 
every congregation, and every woman a member of such an organization! We hope and 


pray that the day will soon be here when we can a a missionary organization 
in every congregation. 
Financially the Synodical Society “ve made gains in most every department. The 


total receipts for the year surpassed that of the year previous by almost $2,100. Total 


receipts for the year were $17,928.50. For more details on finances, the treasurer's 
report may be reviewed. 
Again as in years past, the Synodical society undertook what is commonly known as 
“The Synodical Special which is the support of Home Mission Pastor in Canadian 
Northwest, and the remainder of the fund sent to Budgeted Work in Liberia. That 
fund for year past amounted to 82.408.37. 


Uppermost in the minds of the Women of the Missionary Socket is the Triennial 


Objective. In October of 1943, the Women’s Missionary Society of the United Lutheran 


Church, in convention assembled, decided that the following was to be the objective 
for the Triennium: That during the triennium, 1943-46, in cooperation with the 
Boatds of the Church, we seek out, educate, train and recommend to the appropriate 
Board of the Church, not fewer than twelve young women qualified to be called and 
commissioned to serve the Church at home and overseas in an expanded program. 
Further, that we give during this triennium an adequate sum, over and above the 
regularly budgeted items, with which to educate and place in service these missionaries.” 


The Women of the Synod of the Northwest are vitally interested in this project, 


and through their prayers and their gifts are supporting it. The General Society has 
set as its goal (to be gathered before June 1946) $125,000.00, to educate, train and 


a into service these girls. The Women’s Missionary Society of the Synod of the 
orthwest has set as its goal at least $6,000.00 by Tate. 1946. Our prayers are con- 


stantly for these young women who will go out into various fields and also that our 
women may give them the necessary financial support that they may continue to save 


souls for Christ!
